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In the Senate. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 5tli. — In the 
Senate this morning, when the tariff bill 
was taken up, Harris of Tennessee moved 
to lay it on the table. An amendment to 
the House bill was proposed by the Com­ 
mittee on Finance, which is the whole 
Senate bill. A demand was made for the 
ayes and noes. The motion was rejected 
by a strict party vote—ayes 11», noes 26. 
Vest offered a resolution continuing the 
existence of the select committee on the 
question touching the meat products of 
the United States, especially as to its trans­ 
portation, with leave to sit during the ses­ 
sion and during the next recess. Referred 
to the Committee on Contingent Expenses. 
Dawes offered a resolution (agreed to) 
calling on the Secretaiy of the Interior for 
information as to alleged outrages, the 
restraint of liberty, committed iu Alaska 
on Indian families and other persons, and 
what steps, if any, had been taken by the 
Department to protect the persons of fe­ 
males in Alaska from such outrages. 
Hoar offered a resolution (referred to the 
Committee on Contingent Expenses) con­ 
tinuing the Select Committee on Relations 
with Canada, with power to sit during the 
recess and report at the December session 
of 1889. 
Plumb offered a resolution (agreed to) 
instructing the Committee on Epidemic 
Diseases to inquire as to the causes of the 
introduction ot yellow fever into Florida 
during the past season, and what legisla­ 
tion, if any, was necessary to prevent simi­ 
lar or other introduction of yellow fever. 
The Senate agreed to take’ up the Union 
Pacific bill for consideration on Wednes­ 
day at 2 o’clock. 
At 12:30 the Senate proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the tariff bill. 
Senator Harris moved to strike out the 
Senate committee's substitute lor the Mills 
bill. The motion was lost—19 aves, 26 
noes. 
Much of the time of the Senate during 
the afternoon was occupied in calling the 
roll upon a series of amendments to the 
internal revenue clauses of the tariff bill 
proposed by Vance of North Carolina. 
There was no discussion in these amend­ 
ments. They were voted down as rapidly 
as presented by a party vote. 
At 2 o’clork the Union Pacilic settlement 
bili came up as unfinished business, and 
was postponed as the special order till 
Weduesday next. 
The consideration of the tariff bill was 
then resumed. The discussion took a polit­ 
ical turn, but a vote was finally taken on a 
motion made by McPherson to strike out 
all the sections as to alcohol used in manu­ 
factures, and it was rejected—yeas 17, nays 
Sherman voted with the other Republi­ 
cans in the negative. 
After disposing of thirty pages of the 
bill and reaching the end of schedule ”A” 
—no amendments being offered—the Sen­ 
ate proceeded to executive business and 
soon adjourned. 
In the House. 
W ashington, December 5th. — In the 
House to-day, under the call of States, the 
following bills were iutroduced and re­ 
ferred : 
By Oates of Alabama—To regulate im­ 
migration. 
By Vandevtr of California—To divide 
the State of California into two States. 
By Morrow of California—For the con­ 
struction of a revenue cutter for San Fran­ 
cisco. Also a resolution calling on the 
Secretary of the Treasury for information 
concerning the relief of the American 
whaling and fishing vessels in the Behring 
sea and Arctic ocean. 
After a brief debate, the Senate bill for 
the adjustment of the accounts of laborers, 
workmen at.d mechanics, arising under 
the eight-hour law, went over ‘ without 
action. 
Payson, from the Committee on Public 
Lands, reported as privileged matter the 
bill to quiet titles of settlers on the Des 
Moines river lands in Iowa. 
Rowell made a point of order that the 
report was not a privileged one. 
After quite a lengthy discussion, the 
Speaker decided in favor of Payson. 
Before the discussion opened the pro­ 
ceedings were interrupted to enable Milis 
to present, and the House to enter, the fol­ 
lowing order: That Thursday, December 
6th ; Saturday, the 8th, and Tuesday, the 
11th, immediately after the reading o’f the 
journal, be set apart for the consideration 
of Senate bill 139—the direct tax bill—now 
in Committee of the Whole, and that at 4 
v. m . on Tuesday, December 11th, the same 
shall be reported to the House, with such 
amendments as may have been agreed 
on in committee; and that the previous 
question shall then be considered as ordered 
on all such amendments on ordering the 
bill to a third reading and on its passage, 
and votes thereon shall then be taken in 
the House. 
Springer asked unanimous consent for 
the adoption of a resolution making the 
Senate bill for the admission of the Terri­ 
tory of South Dakota and the organization 
of the Territory of North Dakota the 
special order for to-morrow, and from day 
to day untii disposed of, and that thereafter 
the bills for the admission of Montana, 
Washington Territory and New Mexico 
shall be in order until disposed of. 
Payson objected for the present, and 
cailed up the Des Moines river land bill. 
After a short discussion the bili was 
passed, and the House adjourned.

Two Stales, 
i 
W ashington, December 5th.—The ques- 
j tion of the division of Dakota Territory 
¡ into two States is iikely to he followed at 
¡ no distant day by an agitation on the part 
; of the people of Southern California for the 
j division of that commonwealth into two 
; States. To-dav Representative Vandever, 
¡ of the Sixth District of the State, intro- 
1 duced a bill into the House giving the con­ 
; sent of Congress to a division of the State 
, into two States, to be known as North Cali­ 
: fornia and South California, 
i The proposed line of division begins at 
the northeastern line of Alpine county, ad­ 
jacent to Nevada, a few miles below Lake 
Tahoe, and runs in an irregular southwest- 
1 ern direction across the State on the line of 
• the northern boundary of Alpine, Tuol- 
! umne. Merced, San Benito and Monterey 
! counties. The full text of the hill is as 
follows: 
; Section 1. The consent of Congress is openly 
given to a division of the State of California 
into two States, to be called respectively North 
California and South California. 
■Section 2. South California shall include in its 
boundaries all of the counties now constituting 
the Sixth Congressional District ol California 
to wit: the counties of Monterey, San Benito 
Fresno. Tulare, Kem, San Luis Oiiispo, Santa 
Baroara, Ventura Los Angeles, San Diego, San 
Bernardino, Inyo, Mono and Alpine, together 
w ith the counties of Merced, Mariposa and Tu- 
o’.otnnc. 
Section 3 North California shall include in its 
boundaries all the remaining parts of the State 
of California not included in the boundaries of 
South California. 
Section 4. The division of the state of Cali­ 
fornia as above indicated shall not take place 
until alter the question of State division has 
been submitted to the people of the State at a 
regular election, as the Legislature of the State 
may determine and direct: and if a majority of 
the legal votes east at such election shall be 
ioundtobein favor of such division, that fact 
shall be made known by proclamation of the 
the Governor of the S ate, after which it shall 
be lawful for the people o' each of the respect­ 
ive divisions of the State to form and adopt a 
Constitution and to enact laws for their govern­ 
ment.

NOT TO DISBAND. 
Proposition to m ake tlie R epublican Na­ 
tional Com m ittee a Fixture. 
W ashington, December 5th.—The Ex­ 
ecutive Committee of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee met at the rooms of the 
Republican League this afternoon and 
without transacting any important busi­ 
ness adjourned to meet to-morrow morn­ 
ing.Ex-Congressman Chalmers of Missis­ 


sippi and Mr. Hill of that State explained 
to the committee the difficulty the Repub­ 
licans experienced in attempting to cast 
their votes and have them counted. Mr. 
Martin of Tennessee also explained the 
Bourbon methods of conducting elections 
in that commonwealth, and asked that 
the committee should use its influence to 
obtain fair elections in the South. 
The main object of the meeting of the 
Executive Committee is to decide upon 
some plan for an effective permanent form 
of organization of the National Committee. 
Heretofore the work of the committee has 
ended with the close of the Presidential 
campaign. It is now proposed to main­ 
tain an active organization, with regular 
headquarters, and to lend such aid in the 
way ot advice and suggestion as niav be 
beneficial to the interests of the party in 
Congressional and State election contests. 


MORE ASPIRANTS. 
Felton anil D olph M entioned in Connec­ 
tion W ith the Cabinet. 
W ashington, December 5th.—There have 
been two names suggested, since the meet­ 
ing of Congiess, as men eminently quali­ 
fied to fill Cabinet offices in case General 
Harrison should determine to give the Pa­ 
cific coast a representation iu his official 
family after March 4th. They are Charles 
N. Felton, of San Francisco, Represent­ 
ative from the Fifth District of that State, 
and Joseph N. Dolph, Senator from Ore­ 
gon. The last representative that the Pa­ 
cific coast had in the Cabinet—and the first, 
for that matter—was George H. Williams, 
of Oregon, who was appointed Attorney- 
General by President Giant, in 1872. One 
year later Williams was nominated to be 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, but 
his nomination was withdrawn because it 
could not be confirmed by the Senate. 
Felton is not a candidate for any Federal 
office. He has refused to allow his name 
to be used as an applicant for the position 
of Collector of the Port of San Francisco, 
and he declined to be a candidate for Con­ 
gress again from the Fifth District because 
his private business interests demanded 
his entire attention; and it is not known 
whether he would accept a Cabinet office if 
it were tendered him. Should President­ 
elect Harrison ask a Californian to go into 
his Cabinet it is doubtful if the invitation 
could be refused. 
Senator Dolph would make an admirable 
Secretary of the Interior, but his chances 
for continuing in his present position are so 
good that he would doubtless be reluctant 
to resign the Senatoiship to go into the 
Cabinet. 
As heretofore announced in your special 
dispatches, there will be no black sheep in 
the Cabinet,* and if any recognition is given 
the Pacific coast, it will be offered to some 
mau of excellent private character, whose 
nomination will be a guarantee of his 
faithful p;-i formance ot ihe public duties. 
In the mean time the arrival of Senator 
Stanford in Washington is anxiously 
awaited by those who believe that he will 
be instrumental in naming one member of 
the next Cabinet. 
ALASKAN MATTERS 
Congress to Inquire Into the Reports of 
O utrages on Indians 
W ashington, December 5th.—The House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fish­ 
eries, of which Dingiev of Maine is Chair­ 
man, took considerable testimony at the 
last session of Congress respecting the con­ 
dition of affairs in Alaska, especially with 
reference to the manner in which the 
Alaska Commercial Company had fulfilled 
its contracts with the Government. This 
testimony is now iu the hands of the Pub­ 
lic Printer. 
Dingley tc-.iay said that he had read the 
reports published in several newspapers of 
outrages committed upon Indian women iu 
Alaska by employes of the company. W ith­ 
out expressing an opinion as to the truth or 
falsity of these charges, he s-.id that sub- 
pteuas would be issued to these persons to 
give them an opportunity to testify before 
the committee, under oath, as to the facts 
which they declared in print to exist in 
Alaska. 
PURELY GUESSWORK. 
Editor Clarkson D enies that He Has 
Bren Ottered a Cabinet FPtce. 
W ashington, December 5th.—A reporter 
of the Associated Press cailed on J. S. 
Clarkson to-day and asked what truth there 
was in the report recently published that 
he had been tendered by the President­ 
elect the position of Secretare of the In­ 
terior. 
Mr. Clarkson said : “ If it is worth while 
to deny such an improbable rumor, you 
may say there is no truth in it whatever. 
I have not been tendered that nor any other 
position by President-elect Harrison ; nor 
have I had any communication or conver­ 
sation with him on any such subject, nor 
have I had the slightest intimation as to 
the personnel of the newCabinet upon which 
he is engaged.” 
THE ISLAND REPUBLIC. 
The Seized Steam er—H eavy D am ages 
A gainst H sytl. 
W ashington, December 5th.—W hiie 
there is reason to believe that the Govern­ 
ment lias demanded the release of the 
steamer Havtian Republic, recently seized 
at Port-au-Prince, it is impossible as yet to 
obtain official information to that effect. 
Alex. Porter Morse, who was appointed 
Arbitrator by this Government, and Hay.i 
to decide on the claim oí the repr, senta- 
tivos of Charles Adrian Van Beeklan, de­ 
ceased, for damages (or his illegal impris­ 
onment in 1884 and 1885 a; Port-au-Prince, 
has filed in the Department of Slate and in 
the Haytian Legation an award in favor of 
the claimants for $60,000. 


AGED AND SICK. 


Bancrofr, tlie H istorian, Unable to Pur­ 
sue H is Literary Labors. 
W ashington, December 5th.—Since the 
return of George Bancroft, the aged histo­ 
rian, from Newport.his health has not been 
as cood as usual. A severe cold confined 
him to his house tor several weeks, and 
consequently he has not been able to take 
bis customary exercise. He continues to 
see his friends, but anything like continued 
inteliectual effort he does not fiud easy at 
the present time, and it is doubtful whether 
he will be able in the future to pursue his­ 
torical writing.

W ashington, December 5th.—At the re­ 
quest of Morrow the Secretary of War to-day 
issued an order to furnish the California 
State University with 100 additional stands 
of arms and equipments for the use of the 
students. Only 150 stands of arms had 
heretofore been issued to the University, 
and that was found to be insufficient. 
The River and Harbor Bill.

Experim ents W ith Electricity tor th« Ex­ 
ecution ol M urderers. 
N ew Y ork, December 5th.—On January 
I. 1889, the law requiring electrical execu­ 
tions goes into effect, but until to day the 
amount aud character of the current re 
quired to make death certain aud instan­ 
taneous bad not been determined. 
The experiments upon dogs last summer, 
by Harold P. Brown, an electrical engineer, 
were criticised because the weight of the 
animals killed was less than that of it man. 
It was supposed that a greater current 
would he required to kill a human being 
on that account. This afternoon Brown 
was given an opporteniry to make a dem­ 
onstration before Eibridge T. Gerry, the 
author of the electrical execution law. and 
a committee appointed by the Me.bed So­ 
ciety to report on the best means of putting 
the iaw into effect. 
The experiments were made at Ed: u -• 
laboratory, and the first victim wts a calf 
weighing 124J pound?. The hair was cut 
from the forehead and the spice, behind 
the fore lees, and sponge covered plates 
moistened in a solution of si. pbato 
ztnc were fastened ia the place. The 
resistance of the animal 
was 
3.2(4) 
pounds. An alternating current, 
was 
applied for thirty five seconds and the 
animal was dead, it was at once dissected 
by the doctors ard the brain, heart and 
lungs were found to he iu a normal condi­ 
tion. and the meat was pronounced fit f.r 
food. 
The second calf weighed 145 pounds and 
had a resistance of 1.300 ohms. A deadly 
alternating current at 700 volts pressure 
was applied for five seconds, and productd 
death. 
To settle permanently the weight ques­ 
tion, a horse weighing 1,230 pounds was 
next killed by pa-sing an alternating cur­ 
rent at 700 volts frorii one fore leg to the 
other. The resistance of this animal was 
II,000 ohms. 
The experiments proved the alternating 
current to he the most dead'y force known 
to science, and that less than half the pres­ 
sure used in this city for electric lighting 
by this sys’ern is sufficient to cause instaut 
death.

peal, under the right of i>etition, to Gen­ 
eral Harrison for representation of the 
Pacific coast in his Cabinet. 
If granted, 
it will be the second recognition accorded 
in that direction to Pacific coast interests 
and their phenomenal growth, and the 
wonderfully strong geographical position 
of the Pacific States and the possessions of 
the republic, and of their augmenting po­ 
litical importance. 
It will go far, also, to 
give character anil prominence to these 
States in 
Eastern communities. 
When 
the people of new States develop men 
capable of filling the Presidency or Cab­ 
inet or ministerial positions, it is a duty 
to demand recognition of the fact. 
By so 
doing, we command attention from our 
distant fellow-citizens that might other­ 
wise be very long withheld. 
California 
and Oregon are very remote from the seat 
of Federal government, and it is a wise 
policy that,by recognition, eliminates this 
distance, and thus emphasizes the vastness 
and importance of a nation that stretches 
from one to the other of the largest oceans 
of earth. 
As has been well said b y the 
memorialists 
addressing 
General 
Har­ 
rison : 
T he im portance to us of representation in th a t 
m ost august governm ental council, th e C abinet 
of th e P resident o f our nation, grow s out of 
those fam iliar 
principles 
of 
siau sm an sh ip 
w hich corre a 'c th e ad m inistration of govern­ 
m ent w ith th e prosperity and w elfare o f th e peo­ 
ple governed. T he distinctivencss o f ou r in ter­ 
ests is referable to o u r environm ent. 
And, again, there is especial strength 
and vigor in this suggestion: 
T he States and Territories in w hose nam e an d 
on w hose b ch all th is m em orial is presented are 
most w idely separated from the p aren t States. 
By reason of th e ir g eographical position, th eir 
clim atic possibilities, th e ir com m ercial p ro x im ­ 
ity to th e oldest a n d most radically foreign civ ­ 
ilization of the w orld, these States and T erri­ 
tories have local an d p ecu liar interests. The 
Pacino coast ,i«, therefore, a geographical e x ­ 
pression having corresponding political distin.’t- 
lvcness. 
We respectfully su b m it th a t th is m ay 
not he said u*uh equal foiee o f a n y o th er sec­ 
tion o f th e U nion. 
Oregon lias once been represented in the 
Cabinet by one of her distinguished citi­ 
zens ; it is therefore probable that if the 
President-elect choses a Cabinet ofiieer 
from the Pacific coast he w ill prefer Cali­ 
fornia hi the selection.

The Grand Arm y 
o f the Republic has three wide-awake, 
active Posts in this city, and their rosters 
contain the nam es of m any of the leading 
and m ost successful business m en o f the 
tow n. 
A s social organizations they are a 
grand success, and their camp-fires and 
Laid-tark feasts are alw ays m ost interest­ 
ing. and the boys live over again their days 
on the tented field as they spin yarns about 
cam p life as they sit around the festal 
boaid, drink black coffee out o f tin cups 
and tackle hard-taek. 
About 8 o’clock the guests began to ar­ 
rive. 
They were met at the entrance of ¡he 
Capitol building by Major W m . H . E uuis, 
w ho extended a hearty welcom e, and gave 
directions as to

A Y oung M an S hot nn<l F a ta lly lV om rdttl 
b y a D ru n k e n P o licem an .

F rancisco, 
December 5tk—This 
afternoon officer William D. Thompson, 
appointed on the police force two months 
ago, und officer i’ugh, both members of 
the Southern Division, w ere excused from 
duty, having been ip. Court as witnesses. 
After leaving the court, both—then in citi­ 
zens' dress—got drunk and about 6 o’clock 
■went down Morton street, where they had 
a 
dispute with a woman, 
Judith De 
More Ian, and without declaring themselves 
officers attempted to drag her from her 
house. She called Emuia W illiams a 
neighbor to blow a police whistle. 
While she was doing this, Thompson 
walked up to her and ceught her by the 
hair, told her to shut up, and then heat 
her. Charles Harris, a haek-driver, inter­ 
fered, when 1’ugh came tip and engaged 
him in a fight. 
At this time Christopher Rosenberg, aged 
23 years, employed in a coal-yard on Post 
street, came out of a saloon near by, and 
seeing the woman being beaten—not know­ 
ing Thompson to be an officer—ran up and 
took him away from the woman. Thomp­ 
son struck at Rosenberg, who knocked him 
down. 
As soon as he arose Thompson drew his 
revolver and fired a shot at Rosenberg, 
wounding h,m in the left side above the 
hip. The wounded man ran up the street, 
followed by Thompson, who fired two 
more shots, but neither took effect. 
Rosenberg turned into Stockton street, 
then down on Geary, where he met two 
officers, lie called out. “ Save me !” and 
fell. A moment after Thompson, pistol iu 
hand, came up, when he was knocked 
down, disarmed and arrested. He, with 
the wounded man, was taken to the police 
station. 
Rosenberg is mortally wounded, and not 
expected to live till morning. Pugh, on 
hearing of the shooting, ran off, and up to 
a late hour had not been found.

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CAUGHT A G A IN . 


A n o th e r R u m o r of th e C a p tu re of M ur­ 
d e re r T a sco tt. 
Xi>:xah (Wis.), December 5th.—A young 
man giving the name of C. E. Snell was 
arrested at the Russell House here this 
morning on suspicion of being William 
Tascott. He came from Stevens’ Point, 
Wis , an-d claims to be acting as agent for 
a Minneapolis loan association. 
A POTENT AGENT. 
Chtcago, December 5 th —Mrs. 
Snell, 
widow of the banker murdered several 
mouths ago by Tascott, intends to increase 
the reward for his capture from $20,000 te 
$50,000. She regrets that she did not oiler 
the latter amount at first. 
LATER PARTICULARS. 
Chicago, December 5th.—Public interest 
was revived in the Snc-ll murder case to­ 
day by a publication which appeared in an 
evening paper of a statement allc-ged to 
have been made by A. J. Stone, son-in-law 
of the murdered millionaire, in which he 
said he supposed ihe murderer had been 
captured. 
Mr. Stone said to an Associated Press 
reporter this evening that what he did say 
was as follows: " I have received a tele­ 
gram from a man who claims to have ar­ 
rested W. R. Tascott. that he now has him 
in his possession and wished to know when 
I could send to identify him. I answered 
at once: ‘How do you know it is Tascott ?’ 
In answer I received a message saying that 
the prisoner answered all the descriptions, 
and that the man would tend a photograph 
on Monday. That photograph is what I 
am now waiting for." 
An announe m ent was made by Mr. 
Stone this evening that has lent additional 
interest to this celebrated case. 
This was 
that the widow, Mrs. Henrietta Snell, had 
increased the amount of the reward oflertd 
from $20,000 to $50,000, making it the 
largest amount t-vir offered for the capture 
of any human being in the world. This 
$50,000 reward will he paid by Mrs. Sneil 
through the Chicago Police Departm ent 
The offer holds good for four mouths from 
this date. 
All suspected parties arrested 
must be photographed, and the likeness be 
sent at once to either Mr. Stone or George 
W. Hubbard, Superintendent of the Chi­ 
cago Police Department.

S o u th ern C alifornia A roused by th e New- 
S ta te P ro p o sitio n . 
San Diego, December 5th.—The dispatch 
announcing that Representative Vandever 
of this district to-day introduced iu the 
House of Representatives a resolution for 
a division of California arouses great inter­ 
est here. The Sun this afternoon says : 
‘This is an important measure, and one 
that will probably be indorsed by the peo­ 
ple of Southern California. Until recently 
Southern California was barely recognized 
in the State Government, because San 
Francisco, with its large population and 
important commerce, used all its iuiiuence 
for the benefit of the central and northern 
parts of the State, which were tributary 
to it. Rut Southern California, with its 
great and illimitable resources, has grown 
rapidly in the past three or four years, and 
—leaving cut the territory adjoining the 
bay of San Fianeisco—i: basa larger popu­ 
lation than the upper part of the State. 
Our industrial methods are widely diversi­ 
fied and require special legislation, which 
■ an never b - attained as long as we have 
the combined influence of the northern 
portion of the State to combat. Southern 
California is rich and populous enough to 
assume the responsibility of Statehood.”

W ash in g ton, December 5 th —Delegate 
Gifford, of Dakota, to-day introduced a bill 
amendatory of the law providing for the 
division of the great Sioux Reservation in 
Dakota, and for the relinquishment of In ­ 
dian titie to the remainder. The reserva 
tiou is to be opened without the consent of 
the Indians. The sum of $2,000,000 is to 
be deposited to the crtdilot (he Indians in­ 
stead of $1,000,000, us provided for at the 
last session. The lands thrown open to 
settlement during the first two years after 
the opening of the reservation are to be $1 
per acre ; all lauds taken during the next 
two j ears 75 cents per acre, and 50 cents 
per acre for the residue undisposed of at 
that time. The feature of the amendment 
is the appropriation of $20.Uo0 to defray the 
expense of surveying the lands opened to 
settlement.
